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WHOSE “SUGAR” IS IT 

One of the popular stories of the week, although the 
originator is unknown, is the following: A man was be¬ 
ing canvassed for funds ior foreign missions. He said: 
“Well here’s a dollar—and here is four more to make sure 
that the heathen gets the one dollar.” 

That is pretty much the attitude of the taxpayer in the 
payment of taxes. He recognizes that the governments 
have many necessary obligations. There are projects to¬ 
ward which he would willingly contribute his share. But 
he has the inescapable feeling that about four dollars out 
of every five is lost in the machinery. He is convinced 
that all along the way are a multitude of middle men and 
officials each pinching off a few pennies, and that it is a 
verp attenuated sum which reaches the ultimate destina¬ 
tion. This conviction was borne out in the amount which 
it cost the government to provide work for the unemploy¬ 
ed. Was it not one dollar out of every ten expended that 
actually reached the people for whose benefit the work 
was instituted? 

The new budget presents a type of taxation which hits 
the humble citizen veiy cruelly. When a commodity as 
necessary as sugar is raised from 5.6 a pound to 7.6 a 
pound, this is felt in every home. It is felt also in every 
relief budget of every municipality. With this rise in sug¬ 
ar, there will follow sootier or later (no doubt sooner) a 
serious rise in every product in which sugar is used. And 
it is not beyond imagination to believe that there will be 
a “sympathetic” rise fn other commodities, which have 
not the same justification. At any rate, the new tax de¬ 
finitely raises the cost of living in the poorest home in 
the Dominion. 

A local merchant remarked not long ago, that he doubt¬ 
ed if business could get worse, because most people had 
reduced their expenses to the lowest sum compatible with 
good health and sufficient food. But under the new tax 
they will be obliged to reduce still lower, or exceed their 
budgets. And society does not permit poor people to ex¬ 
ceed their budgets. The new tax seems to work undeserved 
hardship on the mass or citizens who are already with 
minimum resources. 

But if these citizens could be assured that the taxes 
which they pay on vital necessities were going to the 
stabilization fund or to public works projects which might 
give work to unemployed, there would be much less pro¬ 
test If the sugar tax went direct to help the price of cat¬ 
tle, pork and other farm products, it would be paid much 
more cheerfully. If the tax on “Roll-your-owns,” the poor 
man’s comfort, and the tax on little cheques, were to go 
direct to furnish work for unemployed, these two would 
be paid without much revolt. But it is a long and laby¬ 
rinthine trail from the original contributor to the final 
beneficiary. 

MORE SUPPLIANTS 

It is doubtless after much consideration that Prime 
Minister Bennett has decided on his present plan of peg¬ 
ging export agricultural products at $4.60. He must have 
weighed the advantages of this method of stabilizing pri¬ 
ce*, against the alternative, so widely urged, of letting 
the dollar follow the pound in its ups and downs. It 
would take a student of finance to follow the probable re¬ 
sult of these alternative actions, and decide which would 
be the soundest and least expensive to the country. 

However the present plan is not without difficulties. Al¬ 
though cattlemen and representatives of other livestock 
industries, are convinced that the plan is necessary and 
will prove very beneficial to their businesses, there are 
other interests making themselves heard. The apple in¬ 
dustry is presenting a strong plea to be included in this 
system of stabilization, and the lumber industry, which 
also exports considerably to Britain, sees no reason why 
it should not be included. 

The apple growers have stated that the guarantee in 
sterling if applied to fruit growers would mean 64 cts. a 
box via Vancouver. They point to their increased handi¬ 
caps through the tax on sugar which will undoubtedly af¬ 
fect the jam canning industry, and they insist that they 
are in quite as bad a plight as any of the assisted indus¬ 
tries. Whether there are any other primary producers 
to be heard from is not known yet. 

The question is, where will this end ft The manufactur¬ 
er has been protected with tariffs, which might as well 
be included in "relief” as is the stabilization project. Var¬ 
ious industries are.being artificially assisted here and 
there, leaving other industries with their hands out for a 
helping. And after all, it is the Canadian people who are 
being taxed to make these adjustments possible. It is ap¬ 
parently impossible to deal out assistance which will bring 
equal benefit to all. But with the new life injected in 
many of the primary industries, it is possible that a bene¬ 
ficial reaction will gradually make itself felt in all chan¬ 
nels of economic life. 


A TALL STORY 

The American Mercury relishes this clipping from the 
Ottawa Citizen. It is a tale of the exploits of one, Pierre 
Sanscartier, farmer, hunter, and teller of stories, now in 
his one hundred and second year. 

"One spring night in the sixties, about dusk, Mr. Sans¬ 
cartier heard the honking <ft wild geese on their way 
north. He ran for his gun. He could not see the geese, 
but heard them faintly far overheard. 

"They fly very high” said Pierre. "I guess I won’t be 
able to get one. But I’ll take a shot” 

He fired in the direction of the noise overhead. Not 
hearing any.goose fall, he went into the house. 

Next morning just before daybreak (Pierre was an 
early riser) he went outdoors. He had been out only a 
minute when he heard a thump on the ground near him. 
Investigation showed it was a dead goose with a bullet 
hole in its under part

ten hours to fall down.” 


OUR MAJOR BURDENS 

There is something both pitiful and ironic in the efforts 
which have been made by municipalities and province, to 
exercise economies and to balance outlay and income. 

It is a case of rolling up a few pebbles to protect the 
foundation, while above loo me the overwhelming super¬ 
structure the usurious rates of interest, the rail¬ 
road situation, the dividend-paying corporations, the pro¬ 
tection of favored industries by tariffs, the discourage¬ 
ment of trade through monetary inequalities, the freedom 
of companies to exploit the people. All these factors 
which are the major burden, are factors over which muni¬ 
cipalities and province have no control. 

In the meantime however, the little administrations are 
doing their beet to keep their own little worlds function¬ 
ing. They are hacking at meagre salaries, cutting down 
on road work and other public works, reducing along 
educational lines and thus penalizing the coming gener¬ 
ation. These are economies demanded by the people, and 
no doubt necessary. But such economies are negative in 
their result They mean more people out of work or on 
part time, less money in circulation amongst small trades¬ 
men, a more restricted spending along all lines. This 
policy does call some halt in the mounting burden of 
municipal and provincial debt but it does not otherwise 
better conditions. It is not within the scope of small ad¬ 
ministrations to bring easier, better times, or added rev¬ 
enue. 

But what of the Board of Public Utilities. Is it func¬ 
tioning to the limit of its powers ? Why is these no in¬ 
vestigation of poiver and gas rates for the protection of 
the people. The average income of all consumers has been 
cut from one third to two thirds. Yet power and gas 
rates apparently remain fixed. Are these companies^ 
justified in their present rates ? Are they maintaining as 
high salaries and as many employees as in 1928 and ’29? 
Or have they availed themelves of the current conditions 
to institute reductions, at the same time extracting the 
same toll from the people? They are more secure than 
the merchant, the mechanic and the professional man, 
who have not only lowered their prices, but who take a 
chance on collecting. These companies collect promptly, 
or withdraw their service. Why are they protected from 
the bufferings to which all small business men are being 
subjected ? 

The functioning of the Public Utilities is within the 
scope of the province. Why is an investigation not due 
and overdue? 

In other resnects the provincial government has striven 
to make ends meet-without further penalizing the citi¬ 
zens too heavily. It’s field of power is very limited, but it 
has made drastic effort to fit expenditures to existing 
conditions. 


WORKK MIGHT BE DONE 

The Raymond Board of Trade has instituted a com¬ 
mendable scheme. It is making a survey of thq town and 
will recommend plans for beautification to individuals 
and council. Instead of scattered attempts, there will be 
a concerted effort to make the town more attractive. 

With so much available labor as exists in all towns at 
the present", this would seem to be a move which could be 
carried out in every district. No town has yet reached the 
ultimate in tree planting and orderliness. On every side 
there is work which might be carried on at little more 
cost than is already carried in direct relief—and direct 
relief not only brings no return but is demoralizing as a 
rule to the recipient. " 

There have been suggestions made for local work. The 
town council and no doubt other allied groups, are con¬ 
sidering what might be done to improve the appearance 
of the town, and bring some return for the outlay in the 
matter of relief. 

We are fortunately situated so far as available gravel, 
and available trees are concerned. No doubt there are 
many modest projects which might be carried through at 
very small cost, Lut which would add permanentlp to the 
beauty of High River. It is to be hoped that a program 
of this nature will be worked out. 

Such work would have the additional advantage of plac¬ 
ing relief on a more self-respecting basis. No one can 
question the deteriorating effect of accepting an unearned 
“dole.” It violates every quality worth preserving amongst 
our people. If direct relief is long continued it will sow 
seeds of indolence that will take years to combat. For 
the preservation of sturdy qualities, it is necessary that 
work be provided in return for pay. 

It is possible, in the spring of the year, for each little 
towm to absorb the greater proportion of its unemployed 
in labor which will benefit tne town, and which will at the 
same time preserve the self respect and independence of 
those employed. 

NOT HOMICIDAL 

"Haven’t you any murders in Canada?" This was the, 
plaintive query of a publisher in New York, who was in 
the market for Canadian stories. He said that the Ameri¬ 
can readers liked the Canadian background, but that Can¬ 
adian writers seemed averse to scattering their pages 
with gore. He wondered why, and was interested to learn 
that a Canadian story replete with dead bodies, would not 
be either convincing or accurate. In order to meet the 
public halfway in the matter, it is necessary to drag 
American gangsters into the Canadian hinterlands, there 
to pull their shootings. And even that concession strains 
the credulity. 

Thus it wilt be seen that the aspiring Canadian writer, 
who only Canada knows, suffers under a considerable 
handicap in meeting the blood-thirsty, popular demand. To 
him, the battle with nature still dominates the scene. Men 
have sufficient to do in this new country in conquering 
wilderness, in subduing forests, in overcoming mountain 
and morass in the search for fortune. They have neither 
time nor inclination apparently, to turn and rend their 
fellowmen. t 

.It is true that within recent date, there have been an 
increasing number of Canadian stories, dealing with leg¬ 
alized or unlegalized piracy on the part of Big Business, 
stories showing the growing dominance of moneyed pow¬ 
ers and the exploitation of the lesser brethren. These 
are regrettably too faithful to fact to be discounted as far 
fetched fiction. 

But as for "picking them off en masse,” it simply is not 
done in this country! And this in itself is a noteworthy 
tribute to law,-police and people. Better far, that a few 
writers be confined in their scope, than that they should 
be provided with raw material of such nature. One mur¬ 
der for every two hundred pages is all that can reason¬ 
ably be allowed any Canadian writer if he is to paint a 
faithful picture of Canadian people, even at their wildeet 
and most unrestrained.

Timely Suggestion from Lethbridge 

Herald’s Farmer*’ Page, Suited to 
This Area 

Last week’s spring snow storm, 
bringing two inches of precipitation 
should insure a good catch of grass 
on those farms whose owners feel 
that the time has come to begin a 
program of seeding down in order to 
restore the land fertility. ... 

The moisture practicallp assures a 
good stand of sweet clover if one 
wishes to put down a few acres for 
pasture or for hay. In fairly dry 
regions like High River where many 
farmers wish to undertake the feed¬ 
ing of steers in the winter months, a 
few acres devoted to sweet clover, 
cut with a binder, and fed in place of 
alfalfa, will go a long way to balance 
the ration. Sweet clover is within 
a very few points of being as high in 
protein as alfalfa. 

And don’t overlook \a patch of al¬ 
falfa. We can’t think b£ any acre on 
the farm that would be‘more valuable 
than the alfalfa field. Get some seed 
-r-it’s cheap now—prepare the land, 
getting a firm seedbed, sow it with¬ 
out a nurse crop and watch results. 

Seed down a mixture of brome, 
western rye and sweet clover with a 
pound of alfalfa an acre thrown in. 
It will provide the finest kind of pas¬ 
ture for the farm cows and horses. It 
will continue for many pears. 

If you believe in seeding down 
then try to get hold of a few pounds 
of the new crested wheat grass. Sow 
it on good clean land and plan to 
raise your own seed. We believe 
crested wheat grass is the coming 
pasture grass for the non-irrigated 
farms in South Alberta.—Lethbridge 
Herald.

SUCCESSFUL NOTED FRENCH BEST GARDEN SEED 

PLAY WRITING SEER PREDICTS LEAST EXPENSIVE 


Young Albertans Distinguish Them¬ 
selves in Carnegie Competition 

In the play writing competition, 
under the auspices of the Carnegie 
grant of the Dept, of Extension, 
there were forty-nine entries from 
all parts of Alberta. The first prize 
of $100 was given t» A. F. Key of 
Drumheller, whose column in the 
Drumheller Mail is a noteworthy fea¬ 
ture of that paper. His play was 
“Tragedy for Priapus,” and the scene 
of the three-act play is a ranch, with 
all ranch characters involved. ; 

The second prize of $50.00 was won 
by Mr. D’Arcy Marsh of Calgary. Mr 
Marsh is the young editorial writer 
on the Morning Albertan, whose daily 
output of vigorous and broadminded 
editorials is a delight to all readers. 
Hie one act play was woven round 
the return of Riel from Montana in 
’£4 picturing vividly Riel’s dreams of 
empire and his strange and moody 
personality. 

Messrs. Church and Sterndale- 
Bennett of Lethbridge were third 
prize winners, their play being based 
on the corrupt administration of Bi¬ 
got, the Intendent of Quebec in 1756. 

Amongst the plays mentioned for 
high merit are a number from small 
Alberta towns and from the country. 
E. V. Thorlaksen with “The Quest” 
finds honorable mention. 

Almost without exception the plays 
deal with life in Alberta—handling 
•every type of theme—the drought 
areas, ranches, the stealing of gold 
ore, the editor who published the 
truth about prominent fellow citizens 
early history of the country and so 
on. 

This Carnegie competition is bring¬ 
ing to light some fresh and vivid tal¬ 
ent within the province, and it is hop¬ 
ed that all these plays will be pro¬ 
duced in the province. 


Madame Fraya, Continues Predictions 
of World Affairs for '33 

The following are prophecies of the 
famous Madame Fraya: 

“The relations between the United 
States and France will be strained 
during the-early months of the year, 
but will improve thereafter. Great 
Britain’s year will be a bad one. 
Sterling will be menaced most of the 
year and serious disturbances will 
arise in three of the dominions, par¬ 
ticularly in India. 

“There will be a, murderous at¬ 
tempt on a French p^lsician. A new 
man 1 will arise to tfeke power in 
France and his coming will be the 
starting point for business recovery. 
His successes will be m%ny," mainly | 
in the field of diplomacy. 

“The new year will see the re¬ 
awakening of warlike activity in Ger¬ 
many and France will be menaced, 
though an invasion will not actually 
occur. There will be much trouble in 
the orient. 

“The early months of 1933 will see 
many tempests and maritime catas- 
trophies. Science will make consid¬ 
erable progress with a remarkable 
discovery in the field of medicine. A 
great German chief will disappear 
from the political scene. Two emin¬ 
ent French statesmen and two fam¬ 
ous French men of letters will die. 

“Agitation will continue through¬ 
out Latin-Anierica and Argentina 
will see a political revolution. Wo¬ 
men, everywhere will play a more 
important role.” 

The number of single unemployed 
registered with the provincial relief 
commission since November totals- 
7895, according to a report ofj the 
commission. Of this number nearly 
1,000 have been placed on famjs un¬ 
der the plan recently announced. Ov¬ 
er 54 per cent, of the registered were 
foreign born, 24.28 per cent, being 
Canadians, and 21,63 per cent. British 
bom. Native Albertans total only 
3.23 per cent. 


[Mr. Maybew, Horticulturist, Suggests 
That Best Seed is Often Least 
Expensive 

“This is the year of all years to 
make certain that yo u get the best 
Beed obtainable, whether your gar¬ 
den be a small one on a city lot or a 
large market garden,” says W. May- 
hew, prominent horticulturist, In re¬ 
ply to numerous questions as to the 
best seed to buy. 

“The best seed is usually ^jie less 
expensive seed," according to May- 
hew, “for the best seed, although 
costing a little more at the start,, 
will produce much larger yields of 
higher quality products with less 
seed.” 

This is the season for seed cata¬ 
logues. Many are already delivered 
or in the mails. Mr. Mayhew sug¬ 
gests that those who are attracted to 
new and novel varieties listed under 
elaborate names and write-ups in 
catalogues, try only a small order 
and then plant the regular allotment 
of varieties they know to be stand¬ 
ard. “It is unfortunate that home 
and market gardeners have no guar¬ 
antee of quality and purity of gar¬ 
den seeds as farmers do in their field 
and horticultural crops through the 
seed laws under supervision of the 
government laboratory,” says May¬ 
hew, “but they can at least buy their 
seeds in packets put up by seedmen 
whom they know to be reliable. Ex¬ 
perience is the best teacher in this 
respect. Where they know their seeds 
man and he knows his seed business, 
they are usually justified in buying 
their seed in bulk, but special care 
must be exercised or they are liable 
to get old or inferior seed.”—Calgary 
Herald.

The permit 
was good only fipr the trip specified#) 
Howevet it further appears thft- 
this order had been repealed sonar 
time ago, and the R.C.M.P. had been 
notified that trucks were temporarily 
unrestricted as to carrying passen¬ 
gers.

Highways Expenditure Cut; Reid 
Explains Debt 


For the Small Time Shopping Bring

“The reduction in school grants is 
explained by a revision of the equal¬ 
ization grant by providing for a max¬ 
imum of $600 a room and by the 
elimination of thfe grant of 26 cents 
a room where gride IX is taught. 

“Provision is made for a reduction 
in ordinary school grants to a nine 
instead of a ten-month basis if finan¬ 
cial conditions throughout the year 
make such reductions unavoidable.” 

Highways Bill Cut 
The most important reductions 
were a decrease of $360,000 for main 
tenance of main highways, a decrease 
of $118,338 in the grant to the "Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, and a proposed 
reduction of $97,172 in equalization 
and ordinary grants to school. The 
big slash in the estimates is in the 
department of public works, which 
was the hardest hit last year. The 
reduction in this department amounts 
to $449,-168. 

Telephones Dificit 
Dealing with the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Telephones, the minister said 
there was a deficit of $616,281 due to 
the falling off of the revenues of that 
department. Expenditure of the de¬ 
partment was $167,774 less than the 
amount provided in the estimates. 

“It should be clearly understood 
that the deficit reported was arrived 
at after making a charge for depreci¬ 
ation of $823,766 and setting aside 
$123,767 for sinking fun.” 

Net Debt $144,239,193 
Mr. Reid, dealing with the net 
funded and unfunded debt of the 
province ns at December 31, 1932, 
said it amount to $144,239,193. 

From this total should be deducted 
the realizable or income producing 
assets amounting in the aggregate to 
$43,138,223, chiefly made up of Al¬ 
berta Government Telephone plant 
and supplies, balance owing in respect 
to railways and the Alberta Co-oper¬ 
ative Wlheat Producers, Limited. 

“The general debt, therefore, 
amounts to $101,100,970, or a per 
capita of $138.19,” said Hon. Mr.

An unwelcome feature of budget 
proposals is the new pension legisla¬ 
tion. 

With respect to pensioners who are 
in the employ of the government and 
who are paid the salary of the posi¬ 
tion, action will be taken whereby the 
payment of pension will Oe ..uspended 
during the period of such employ¬ 
ment. Where the full salary of the 
position is not paid, the pension pay¬ 
ment may not exceed between salary 
received and the established salary of 
the position. If the pension is great¬ 
er than the salary, the employee shall 
elect either to be paid the pension 
and relinquish the position and have 
the pension withheld during the per¬ 
iod of such employment. This will 
be made applicable not only to the 
government service but also to boards 
or commissions whose activities are 
financed from the Dominion treasury. 

There has been a general protest 
from veterans organizations through¬ 
out the Dominion. 

It may be true that there are some 
returned men, able to do their full 
day’s work, drawing a handsome sal¬ 
ary and also drawing generous pen¬ 
sions. These certainly are not entitled 
to pension. 

On the other hand there are many 
more veterans, occupying a poorly 
paid part-time job, who depend on 
their pensions to enable them to

These pensions should 
not be touched. 

There are many returned men al¬ 
so, employed in other thar. govern¬ 
ment jobs, who are trying to make 
ends meet by way of salary plus pen¬ 
sion. It would be reasonable to sup¬ 
pose that these also would come un¬ 
der the new legislation. 

If the law is to apply td higher 
salaried men who are enjoying good 
salaries and officer’s pensions, it 
could be quite profitably put into ef¬ 
fect. But there is strong apprehen¬ 
sion that it will work also on the 
small salaried veteran, who depends 
on meagre privates’ pensions to eke 
out a living. If these men are affect¬ 
ed, it will “be a great injustice to them
